A  TRIBUTE:  THE  BELL  TEIEPHCNE  PIOxNEERS 


"The  Bell  Telephone  Pioneers"  is  a  service  organization  of  Bell  Company 
employees  who  have  worked  for  the  company  for  at  least  20  years.  They  are 
men  and  women  dedicated  to  assisting  the  visually  impaired  and  the  deaf  with 
special  equipment,  support  services,  and  manpower.  The  Pioneers  have  been 
so  helpful  to  us  in  so  many  ways  that  we  would  like  to  pay  special  tribute 
to  them  in  this  first  issue  of  our  Newsletter. 

One  of  the  Pioneers'  on-going  projects  for  many  years  has  been  the  repair 
of  Talking  Book  machines  for  area  residents  and  our  school  program.  Last 
year  the  Pioneers  organized  a  Beeper  Baseball  Team  for  visually  impaired 
persons  of  all  ages.  Nfeny  of  our  students  participated  and,  through  this 
experience,  developed  greater  confidence  in  thonselves  and  a  deeper 
appreciation  for  teamwork  and  recreation.  This  summer  the  Beeper  Baseball 
program  should  be  even  better,  and  all  the  students  are  looking  forward  to 
the  start  of  the  season. 

In  the  Special  Olympics,  1979,  twenty  Pioneers  donated  the  entire  day 
to  serving  as  "buddies"  to  the  visually  impaired  students.  Paired  one-to-one, 
each  Pioneer  assisted  "his"  student  in  getting  lunch,  traveling  from  one  event 
to  another,  and  rooting  for  his  success.

Without  the  help  and  friendship  of  the  Pioneers,  the  Special  Olympics,  1979, 
could  not  have  been  the  conplete  success  that  it  was  for  the  visually  im- 
paired students.  The  Pioneers  will  be  involved  in  this  year's  Olyirpics, 
and  we  welcome  their  enthusiasm  and  support! 

Recently,  the  Pioneers  surprised  the  Harter  students  and  teachers  alike 
by  donating  several  valuable  and  delightful  pieces  of  equipment  to  the 
Visually  Lipaired  Program.  The  T-stand  with  bat  and  beeper  baseball  and 
a  working  replica  of  a  traffic  light  are  welcome  additions  to  the  Mobility 
Department.

Snoopy 's  twin  will  arrive  soon  and  will  be  sent 
to  Lathrop  School  on  loan  to  the  Orthopedic  Unit.

The  students  in  the  Visually  Impaired  Program  have  already  begun 
to  train  in  school  for  the  Olynpics  and  several  on  the  Junior  High 
and  Intermediate  levels  have  initiated  their  own  conditioning  routine 
at  home.

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ORIENTATION  &  MOBILITY  SEMINAR 


The  high  school  students  In  the  Visually  Inpalred  Program  are 
participating  this  year  in  an  Orientation  &  Mobility  Seminar, 
conducted  usually  every  third  year  at  the  senior  high  level  by 
Mrs.  Rosameyer.  The  Seminar  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  students: 

1.  To  consider  the  impact  of  visual  impairment  on  their  physical, 
emotional,  social,  and  vocational  adjustment  to  the  sighted  world. 

2.  To  examine  philosophies,  issues,  and  laws  affecting  the  visually 
impaired  person,  particularly  in  the  area  of  mobility. 

3.  To  interact  in  a  confidential,  group  setting. 

Thus  far,  the  students  have  examined  personal  and  general  causes  of 
visual  impairment,  mobility  laws,  the  reactions  of  sighted  people  to 
blindness,  and  the  ^a:y   the  media  presents  blindness.  They  have 
considered  Survival  Techniques  in  emergency  situations,  such  as  a 
house  fire,  tornado,  flood,  auto  breakdown,  and  lost  situation,  and 
will  receive  instruction  in  primary  first  aid  techniques  from  a 
licensed  first  aid  instructor. 

In  the  fourth  9  weeks,  the  students  will  begin  to  explore 
vocational  aspects  and  opportunities  for  the  visually  impaired. 
They  will  examine  their  pergonal  strengths  and  interests  as  they 
apply  to  the  world  of  work  and  will  be  hearing  speakers  who  represent 
various  handicaps  and  occupational  tcQk  about  successful  techniques 
for  getting  and  keeping  a  Job.

CONSULTANT  ON  LOW  VISION  AIDS 

Dr.  Joel  Riley,  a  Canton  optometrist,  who  is  experienced  in  vision 
stimulation  techjniques  and  conducts  low  vision  training  in  his  clinic, 
has  volunteered  to  act  as  a  consultant  to  the  Staff  of  the  Visually  Im- 
paired Program^  Ke  will  be  advising  the  staff  on  visual  functioning 
and  low  vision  aids  and  devices.  Dr.  Fy.ley,  whose  office  is  located 
at  408  Fourth  Street,  N.W.,  Canton,  will  be  conducting  an  In-Ser^/ice 
Training  session  on  January  16,  I98I,  at  Harter  School  with  the  staff 
of  the  VI  Program  and  the  regular  classroom  teachers.  He  will  also  be 
a  featured  speaker  at  the  meeting  for  Parents  of  Visually  Impaired 
Chiildren  in  February.

The  school  year  is  well-underway,  and  the  senior  high  school  students 
are  beginr-ing  to  explore  anew  their  vocational  interests,  abilities, 
and  opportunities.  The  sophomores  have  completed  a  six-day  Standard- 
ized Vocational  Evaluation  at  Pottorf  Educational  Center.  During  the 
assessm^ent  period,  the  students  are  given  a  variety  of  hands-on  work 
experiences  using  machines  and  tools  in  various  assembly,  clerical, 
and  mechanical  jobs  ccranonly  found  in  real  work  situations.  These 
tasks  are  designed  to  indicate  what  skill  areas  and  worker-traits 
the  student  is  strong  in.  Based  on  the  results  of  the  Evaluation, 
recommendations  are  made  to  the  parents  and  teachers  regarding  the 
student's  vocational  planning. 

James  Casner,  Work-Study  Coordinator  for  Fhiysically  Handicapped, 
works  closely  with  the  students  during  their  high  school  years  on 
establishing  vocational  goals  and  explorir^g  job  opportunities.  Ke 
advises  the  students  on  job  markets  and  job  requirements,  helps  them 
fill  cut  applications,  and  teaches  them  effective  interview  techniques. 
He  contacts  potential  employers  and  gives  the  students  a  great  deal  of 
support  in  their  search  "for  meaningful  CTiployment.

The  Hi  Pal  organization,  founded  by  Charles  and  LxDuise  Bennett  of 


Caiiton,  established  a  volunteer  Braille  Service  more  than  10  years 
ago,  in  order  to  provide  hand-transcribed  braille  textbooks  for  children 
of  the  Canton  City  Schools.  Over  the  years,  this  service  expanded  into 
many  community  services,  such  as  braillirig  college  textbooks,  a  complete 
Thesaurus,  restaurant  menus,  labels  for  directions  in  public  buildings, 
and  individual  special  reading  needs.  The  service  also  includes  re- 
production of  master  Braille  by  the  Thermoform  process,  large  print 
copier,  binding,  and  labeling.  All  braillists  affiliated  with  the 
group  are  certified  by  the  Library  of  Congress  upon  completion  of 
the  study  course. 

If  you  are  interested  in  pursuing  a  fascinating  hobby  —  one  which 
will  give  you  years  of  enjoyment  and  a  deep  sense  of  accomplishment  - 
why  not  consider  becoming  a  certified  braillist?  There  is  a  continuing 
need  for  volunteer  braillists  to  transcribe  for  local  schools  and  colleges, 
the  Ohio  Resource  Center  for  the  Visually  Handicapped,  or  the  Library  of 
Congress.

The  National  Research  Council's  Conmittee  on  Vision  will  be  recommending 
that  the  eye  chart  for  testing  visual  acuity  be  converted  to  the  m.etric 
systemi.  The  mietric  equivalent  of  20/20  vision  is  4/4.  This  will  reduce 
the  office  space  needed  to  perform  the  vision  test  frcm  20  feet  to  4 
meters,  or  approximately  13  feet.  It  will  allow  more  efficient  use  of 
clinic  space  for  evaluation  and  training  with  low  vision  aids.
